Community  Members  Meet  with  Kelly 
on  Housing  Packages

At  the  neighborhoods’  re¬ 
quest,  James  Kelly,  district  two 
city  councilor  and  the  chair  of  the 
housing  committee,  held  a  pri¬ 
vate  meeting  with  representa¬ 
tives  from  Chinatown,  South 
End,  South  Boston  and  Bay 
Village,  on  September  25  at  City 
Hall  to  hear  community  mem¬ 
bers  voice  their  support  for  the 
housing  package  proposed  by 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  and 
opposition  to  the  counter-pro¬ 
posal  offered  by  Kelly. 

According  to  Carol  Lee  of  the 
Chinatown  Housing  and  Land 
Development  Task  Force,  the 
group  of  about  three  dozen 
constituents  from  district  two 
pushed  for  the  meeting  with 
Kelly  because  they  believed  that 
he  was  responding  to  special 
interests  such  as  real  estate 
developers  and  property  owners 
and  “was  not  willing  to  meet 
with  people  pro-rent  control.  ” 

“Alot  of  people  in  South 
Boston  (Kelly’s  neighborhood) 
are  not  affected”  by  rent  control 
because  they  have  primarily 
one,  two  and  three  family  houses 
which  are  exempt,  Lee  said. 
However,  she  added,  “It 
shouldn’t  carry  the  most  weight 
...  Kelly  should  remember  he 
represents  alot  of  different  com¬ 
munities  and  alot  of  different 
interests...  (We  wanted)  Kelly 
to  come  to  the  neighborhoods  so 
we  could  show  our  numbers.  We 
wanted  him  to  come  and  talk  to 
his  community.  One  of  his  roles 
is  to  come  and  talk  to  people 
when  they  want  to  talk  to  him. 
He  thinks  he  knows  already  what 
they’ll  say  and  doesn’t  want  to 
be  under  that  pressure.” 

She  said  she  reminded  Kelly 
during  the  meeting  of  his 
campaign  promise.  In  a  pre¬ 
pared  statement,  she  said, 
“(T)he  platform  you  ran  on  and 
was  elected  on  in  Chinatown 
included  more  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  for  low  income  people  in 
Chinatown.  You  recognize  as  we 
do  that  housing  is  one  of  the 
most  basic  necessities  and  more 
important  issues  for  people  in 
our  community.  We  are  glad 
that  you  are  committed  to 
increasing  the  housing  supply  as 
it  is  a  long-term  solution.  How¬ 
ever,  affordable  rents  and  hav¬ 
ing  a  place  to  live  are  more 
immediate  problems  and  need 
immediate  solutions.  What  do 
these  people  do  now  when  they 
can’t  afford  the  rent?” 

She  added,  “The  list  of 


housing  initiatives  (you)  read... 
last  night  includes  how  to 
increase  the  housing  supply,  but 
it  does  nothing  to  stop  unfair 
rent  increases  or  evictions  from 
condominium  conversion.  Pre¬ 
sently,  my  group,  the  Task 
Force,  is  working  with  32  moth¬ 
ers,  fathers,  grandmothers  and 
children  who  will  be  evicted  for 
luxury  apartments.  There  is 
nothing  to  protect  them  now. 
There  is  nothing  that  list  will  do 
to  help  them  in  the  future.  We 
have  been  working  for  years 
with  a  building  with  approxi¬ 
mately  100  tenants  whose  land¬ 
lord  increases  their  rent  100  to 
150  percent  every  time  their 
leases  end.  There  is  nothing  to 
help  them  now,  and  there  is 
nothing  in  the  list  of  housing 
initiatives  that  will  help  them  in 
the  future.” 

Lee  said  that  under  current 
rent  control  ordinances  “there  is 
no  way  to  regulate,  check  and 
make  sure  there  will  be  low-in¬ 
come  housing.  ’  ’  The  ordinances 
cover  about  25  percent  of  the 
rental  units  in  the  city  so 
*  ‘current  laws  are  not  available 
to  everyone  and  it  is  not  that 
strong,”  she  added. 

Under  Flynn’s  proposed  hous¬ 
ing  package,  she  said,  “alot 
more  people  would  be  included 
and  there  would  be  more  control 
over  how  high  rents  will  go  ’  ’  and 
it  would  “protect  the  housing 
stock  because  landlords  wifi 
have  to  justify  rent  hikes.” 

She  said  that  the  Asian 
community  in  particular  needs 
rent  control  because  they  face  a 
language  barrier  which  prevents 
access  to  information.  “Any 
person  who  doesn’t  speak  En¬ 
glish  is  subject  to  rent  gouging. 
Traditionally,  mostly  minorities 
are  take  advantage  of,”  she 
said.  “(Flynn’s  housing  pack¬ 
age)  will  provide  a  check  over 
that.” 

“Alot  of  Asians  are  new 
immigrants  who  moved  in  re¬ 
cently,  after  1975  (vacancy  de¬ 
control)  and  1983  (rent  griev¬ 
ance  procedure)  so  they  need  a 
law  that  includes  them.” 

Because  landlords  know 
Asian  immigrants  want  to  live  in 
the  community,  they  can  impose 
“outrageous  rent  hikes”  and 
know  tenants  will  pay,  she  said. 

She  added  that  because  of  the 
language  barrier  many  Asian 
tenants  will  try  to  fix  their 
apartments  on  their  own  or  will 
let  it  go  because  they  “don’t 
know  what  to  do.” 

‘  ‘  Alot  of  Asians  don ’t  go  to  the 
Rent  Control  Board  to  see  if  they 


are  under  rent  control,  and  if 
they  do,  there’s  no  one  there  to 
help  them... Right  now  there  is 
not  bilingual/trilingual  staff  or 
material...  There  is  no  technical 
assistance  for  small  landlords 
and  no  bilingual  assistance.” 

Flynn’s  housing  package,  she 
said,  “promises  the  assistance 
and  workshops  which  alot  of 
Asians  need.” 

She  added  another  problem 
with  the  current  rent  control 
ordinances  is  that  landlords 
voluntarily  register  their  build¬ 
ings  under  rent  control,  but  not 
all  do.  She  said  under  Flynn’s 
housing  package  registration  of 
the  buildings  will  be  mandatory 
and  will  be  more  closely  moni¬ 
tored. 

Lee  said  that  Kelly  believes 
rent  control  and  condominium 
control  are  akin  to  “telling 
landlords  what  to  do  and  will 
discourage  construction  of  new 
housing.”  She  added  that  Kelly 
believes  new  housing  is  needed 
more  than  rent  control. 

However,  she  maintained, 
“Rent  control  is  more  helpful  in 
the  long-run.  It  shouldn’t  dis¬ 
courage  new  housing,  only  if 
people  are  just  interested  in 
making  big  bucks,  like  condo 
conversion.” 

“People  don’t  always  have  to 
dwell  in  new  housing.  Aban¬ 
doned  buildings  can  be  convert¬ 
ed.  The  expense  of  new  con¬ 
struction  makes  it  unfeasible  for 
providing  affordable  housing  to 
the  people  in  Boston,”  she  said. 

Among  the  other  Chinatown 
representatives  who  testified 
was  Ken  Yee,  an  18-year  resi¬ 
dent. 

Yee  said  he  told  Kelly,  ‘  ‘I  used 
to  live  in  a  small  apartment  on 
Hudson  St.  It  was  rat  and  roach 
infested.  The  living  condition 
was  very  difficult.  Right  now  the 
living  condition  is  worse  than 
before.  The  percentage  of  va¬ 
cancy  (of  rental  units)  in  the  city 
is  very  low.  Landlords  can  ask 
whatever  price  they  want  and 
still  get  tenants.  It  creates  alot 
of  hardship  for  tenants.” 

‘  ‘I  am  fortunate  to  move  into  a 
housing  project  like  Tai  Tung. 
Alot  of  people  can’t.  From  what  I 
understand,  the  waiting  list  is 
five  or  ten  years,”  Yee  said. 

He  went  on  to  explain  that 
there  is  a  dire  need  for  more  low 
and  moderate  income  housing, 
but  he  feels  the  priority  of  the 
federal  government  is  not  in 
housing,  so  a  rent  control  bill 
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City  Council  Holds  Rent  Control  Hearings

How  should  Boston  address 
its  present  housing  crisis? 
Should  it  have  a  full-scale  rent 
control  system?  Should  there  be 
stronger  protection  against  ten¬ 
ant  evictions  resulting  from 
condominium  conversions? 

Mayor  Raymond  Flynn’s  con¬ 
troversial  housing  package  says 
yes  to  these  questions.  How¬ 
ever,  some  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  particularly 
Councilor  James  Kelly,  chair  of 
the  housing  subcommittee  and 
the  district  representative  for 


Chinatown,  South  Boston  and 
South  End,  say  no. 

So  began  the  City  Hall  battle 
between  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council  over  a  final  housing 
package,  a  package  awaiting 
announcement  by  concerned 
Boston  tenants  who  state  the 
need  for  such  a  proposal  and 
landlords  who  oppose  it. 

Two  public  hearings  lasting 
until  midnight  were  held  Sep¬ 
tember  24  and  25,  where  sched¬ 
uled  testimony  by  Flynn  and 
others  voicing  the  pros  and  cons 
of  the  mayor’s  proposed  rent 
control  -bill  were  heard  :n  a 


packed  city  council  chamber. 
For  every  statement  advocating 
the  bill,  there  was  another 
opposing  it. 

Flynn  began  the  round  of 
testimony  by  calling  housing  a 
“life  and  death  issue”  and 
referring  to  the  council  as  ‘  ‘the 
court  of  last  resort.” 

Flynn  urged  the  City  Council 
to  adopt  strong  measures  to 
provide  protection  for  tenants 
who  “are  desperately  looking  to 
us  for  there  is  no  place  for  them 
to  go.”

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He  ended  his  appeal  by 
saying,  “This  is  not  the  political 
thing  to  do  but  doing  what  is 
right.  I  know  it’s  a  hard  vote,  but 
you’d  be  improving  the  quality 
of  life  for  the  Boston  residents 
and  the  housing  stock  in  Bos¬ 
ton.” 

Carol  Lee  of  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force  testified  in  favor  of 
the  mayor’s  proposed  rent  con¬ 
trol  and  condominium  control 
measures. 

“Chinatown  and  the  Asian 
community  has  lost  over  a  1000 
units  of  affordable  housing  to 
highways,  institutions,  down¬ 
town  and  even  condominiums. 
We  are  not  only  faced  with  a 
severe  housing  shortage,  but 
skyrocketing  rents  for  a  con¬ 
stituency  that  the  BRA  (Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority)  has 
found  to  have  one  of  the  lowest 
median  incomes  in  all  of  the 
Boston  neighborhoods.  Land¬ 
lords  know  that  immigrants, 
refugees  and  lower  income 
Asians,  need  or  want  to  live  in  or 
near  Chinatown,  and  they  will 
charge  rents  much  more  than 
apartments  are  worth.  The  af¬ 
fordability  of  rents  to  low  income 
Asian  people  is  important  to 
their  survival,”  Lee  said. 


She  added,  “Many  people 
believe  by  not  instituting  any 
rent  and  condo  limit,  the  hous¬ 
ing  supply  would  increase  and 
the  cost  of  apartments  would 
drop.  Unfortunately,  the  type  of 
housing  that  is  built  in  abun¬ 
dance  and  will  be  built  are 
luxury  apartments  and  condo¬ 
miniums,  not  low-to-moderate 
income  housing.  Unlike  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  devel¬ 
opers  and  landlords  who  last 
night  agreed  that  condominiums 
(which  range  from  $80,000- 
800,000)  are  affordable  housing, 
the  elderly  who  live  on  social 
security  or  the  family  of  five  who 
lives  on  $15,000  per  year  or  the 
working  individual  who  earns 
$10,000  per  year  cannot  agree 
that  condominiums  are  afford¬ 
able  housing  for  them.  Condo¬ 
miniums  are  not  affordable  now 
for  the  low  income  and  it  will  not 
be  in  the  future.” 

An  opponent  of  the  plan, 
Michael  Rotenberg,  president  of 
the  Rental  Housing  Assn,  ar¬ 
gued  that  Flynn’s  plan  would 
cause  property  values  to  drop 
and  lead  to  a  decrease  of  tax 
revenue.  The  City,  he  said, 
could  lose  $18  million  in  fiscal 
year  1986. 

Another  statement  of  opposi¬ 
tion  came  from  Jim  Sullivan  of 
the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  who  said  rent  control 
“undermines  and  creates  the 


Study  To  Explore  Racial  Violence 
against  Asian  Americans 


The  U.S.  Commission  on  Civil 
Rights  recently  voted  to  begin  a 
study  of  bigotry  and  violence 
against  Asian  and  Pacific  Island 
Americans  and  recent  Asian 
immigrants. 

The  study  will  explore  factors 
that  contribute  to  bigotry  and 
violence  against  these  Asian 


groups  and  will  seek  to  identify 
ways  to  eliminate  such  acts. 

This  study  is  scaled  back  from 
one  approved  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  in  March  to  look  at  racially 
motivated  acts  against  all  minor¬ 
ity  groups. 

The  study  is  scheduled  for 
release  in  September  1985. 
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on  the  edge  of  Chinatown 


deterioration  of  existing  housing 
stock  by  only  guaranteeing  less 
attention  to  the  needed  main¬ 
tenance  of  existing  units.”  He 
suggested  the  rehabilitation  of 
abandoned  buildings  for  low- 
moderate  income  people  as  an 
alternative  housing  solution,  cit¬ 
ing  the  2,000  available  aban¬ 
doned  units  owned  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
the  17,000  units  owned  by  the 
private  sector. 

To  clarify  its  intent,  Neil 
Sullivan,  director  of  the  mayor’s 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Serv¬ 
ices,  noted,  ‘  ‘This  package  is  not 
the  (permanent)  solution.  It 
merely  buys  us  the  time  tenant 
residents  of  this  city  so  desper¬ 
ately  need  to  save  their  neigh¬ 
borhoods  while  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  is  built  into  the  city.” 

State  Representative  Royal 
Bolling,  himself  a  35-year  red 
estate  owner,  refuted  the  argu¬ 
ment  by  opponents  of  the 
mayor’s  rent  control  bill  that  the 
economic  law  of  supply  and 
demand  should  be  the  naturd 
process  in  solving  the  housing 
crisis. 

“Downtown  office  buildings, 
condos,  the  building  up  of  single 
houses  in  the  suburbs  was  being 
done  while  all  the  housing  stock 
was  left  to  go  downhill  in  various 
urban  centers,  cities  and  towns 
around  Boston.  So  actually,  the 
property  owners  now  say  that 
the  law  of  supply  and  demand 
takes  care  of  everything  is  wrong 
because  the  developers,  home 
builders  and  property  owners 
are  not  devoting  the  time  and 
money  to  the  segment  of  the 
population  that  Dadly  needs 
housing.  Red  estate  industry  is 
no  longer  satisfied  with  decent 
profit,  they  are  looking  for  the 
big  dollar.  They  have  put  them¬ 
selves  into  the  position  they  are 
today.  They  are  saying  don’t  put 
rent  control  on,  but  for  every 
action  they  have  taken  in  the 
past  20  years,  it  has  led  to  rent 
control,”  Bolling  sdd. 

Bolling  suggested  a  rent  con¬ 
trol  system  whereby  the  red 
estate  industry  can  “create  a 
certain  number  of  low-moderate 
income  units,  and  then  rent 
control  can  be  taken  off  to  the 
extent  that  those  units  are 
created.” 

The  issue  of  discrimination  in 
housing  was  brought  up  by 
Councilor  Charles  Yancey  (Mat- 
tapan  and  Dorchester) ,  who  was 


immediately  gavelled  as  out  of 
order  by  hearing  chair  Kelly. 
Kelly  stated  “Discrimination  is 
a  socid  issue,  not  a  housing 
issue.”  Yancy  replied,  “By  not 
acknowledging  this  issue,  you 
still  have  your  head  in  the  sands 
of  Carson  Beach.” 

Strong  views  were  dso  voiced 
by  groups  and  individuals  at¬ 
tending  the  hearings.  The  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Tenants  Organiza¬ 
tion  (MTO) ,  a  major  supporter  of 
the  bill,  formed  a  rally  outside 
City  Hall  prior  to  Monday 
night’s  hearing. 

Referring  to  Kelly’s  descrip¬ 
tion  of  interested  parties  that 
could  testify  at  that  night’s 
hearing  as  being  small  property 
owners  and  condominium  own¬ 
ers,  a  member  of  the  group  sdd 
to  the  growing  crowd,  “We  are 
certainly  interested  parties,  and 
we  are  neighborhood  experts, 
and  we  want  Kelly  to  have  all 
testimony  heard  from  every¬ 
body,  not  just  from  what  he 
wants  to  hear.” 

Another  MTO  member  point¬ 
ed  out,  “It’s  true  we  don’t  have 
their  (red  estate  owners’)  mon¬ 
ey  and  influence.  We  can’t  buy 
votes,  but  we  are  the  voters.” 

Speaking  against  rent  control, 
property  owner  and  manager 
Elissa  Sargeant  remarked  ‘  ‘Ten¬ 
ants  don’t  want  us  to  rdse  the 
rents,  and  then  they  still  want  dl 
the  improvements.  But  dot  of 
landlords  cannot  afford  im¬ 
provements  without  the  proper 
income. 

She  added  “Alot  of  aban¬ 
doned  buildings  happen  be¬ 
cause  the  landlord  was  simply 
squeezed  to  the  point  where  they 
did  not  make  a  profit,  and  even 
lost  their  shirts,  so  they  abandon 
their  buildings.  Then  you  have 
arson.  For  some  landlords  under 
rent  control  system  that  would 
be  their  qnly  way  out.” 

On  the  other  side,  Dorothy 
Lane,  an  elderly  tenant  of  a  rent 
controlled  unit  in  West  Roxbury, 
sdd,  “We  can’t  afford  to  live 
outside  the  city.  Thank  god  for 
rent  control' or  else  my  rent 
would  be  sky-high,  and  I 
wouldn’t  be  able  to  have  any 
savings.  We’ve  got  to  have  some 
place  to  live.” 

Other  arguments  in  favor  of 
the  bill  include: 

•  Rent  control  would  prevent 
unreasonable  rent  increases  be¬ 
cause  increases  would  be  based 
on  landlord’s  expenses. 
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•  Tenants  would  have  ade¬ 
quate  protection  against  eviction 
and  displacement  because  land¬ 
lords  would  be  required  to  prove 
to  City  officials  reasons  for 
eviction. 

•  A  required  removal  permit 
from  the  City  would  control 
condominium  conversions  and 
thus  maintain  the  rental  stock. 

•  Ordinance  provisions  would 
foster  affordable  rental  housing 
allowing  tenant  residents  to  stay 
in  their  communities  and  thus 
preserving  the  quality  of  Boston 
neighborhoods. 

Opposing  arguments  of  the 
bill  are: 

•  Rent  control  would  dis¬ 
courage  landlords  from  invest¬ 
ing  money  in  their  buildings 
beyond  the  amount  required  for 
minimum  maintenance. 

•  Rent  control  would  create 
blight,  abandonment,  arson, 
deterioration  of  neighborhoods 
and  a  rapidly  shrinking  tax-base 
for  the  City  because  lower 
property  assessments  would  re¬ 
sult  from  lower  rents. 

•  Rent  control  would  increas¬ 
ingly  shift  the  tax  burden  to 
landlords  not  under  rent  control. 

•  Rent  control  would  keep 
rents  lower  for  even  very 
wealthy  tenants  at  the  expense 
of  landlords. 

•  The  ordinance  would  dis¬ 
courage  new  construction  be¬ 
cause  builders  would  have  trou¬ 
ble  competing  in  rent  controlled 
areas. 

Under  current  rent  control 
ordinances,  30,000  out  of  the 
total  of  85,000  rental  units  in 
Boston  are  rent  controlled  and 
covers  tenants  who  have  occu¬ 
pied  their  apartments  since 
1975.  As  for  condominium  con¬ 
version,  a  landlord  must  give  a 
tenant  an  eviction  notice  of  up  to 
four  years  with  some  relocation 
compensation  depending  on 
need.

1984  and  if  the  condominium 
was  occupied  by  an  owner  or 
tenant  who  moves  in  after  the 
date  the  master  deed  was 
recorded. 

Kelly  presented  a  counter¬ 
proposal  on  rent  control  which 
he  stated  would  prevent  “rent 
gouging”  on  all  de-controlled 
units  and  would  extend  eviction 
allowance  periods  before  a  unit 
could  be  converted  to  a  condo¬ 
minium. 

Since  this  article’s  writing, 
Boston  City  Council  has  rejected 
Flynn’s  bill  and  instead  passed 
Kelly’s  proposal.  However,  the 
mayor  has  reportedly  vowed  to 
veto  Kelly’s  proposal  because 
“it’s  not  worth  the  paper  it’s 
written  on.”  He  added  that  it 
doesn’t  provide  “meaningful 
safeguards”  to  the  city’s  elder¬ 
ly,  handicapped  or  low  income 
tenants. 

After  a  6V2  hour  session,  8  out 
of  13  councilors  voted  for  Kelly’s 
bill.  Voting  for  Kelly’s  bill  were 
City  Council  President  Joseph 
M.  Tierney,  Councilors-at-large 
Christopher  Iannella  and  Albert 
L.  O’Neil;  and  District  Coun¬ 
cilors  James  Byrne,  Maura 
Hennigan,  Thomas  Menino  and 
Robert  Travaglini  and  Kelly. 

Voting  in  favor  of  Flynn’s  bill 
were  Councilors  Bruce  Bolling,

“I  am  not  saying  landlords 
can’t  raise  rents  at  all,  but  do  it 
in  a  responsible  and  reasonable 
way.  Tenants  are  entitled  to  a 
decent  and  affordable  living 
environment,”  Yee  said. 

According  to  Yee,  Kelly  ex¬ 
pressed  sympathy  and  under¬ 
standing  towards  most  concerns 
raised  by  the  different  com¬ 
munities  at  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting.  However,  the  city 
councilor  became  very  upset 
when  someone  stated  that  the 
housing  package  he  proposed 
“affects  minorities  differently 
and  disproportionately,  ’  ’  Yee 
said. 

Yee  feels  that  Kelly’s  office 
has  not  done  any  outreach  in 
Chinatown  to  find  out  about 
people’s  stands  on  the  housing 
issue. 

“There  are  the  Housing  Task 
Force,  CACA  (Chinese  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Assn.),  and  CPPA 
(Chinatown  People’s  Progres¬ 
sive  Assn.).  They  all  have  a 
history  of  working  with  tenants. 
As  far  as  I  know,  they  have  not 
contacted  any  of  these  groups,” 
Yee  said. 

‘.‘I  don’t  think  he  in  any  way 
knows  how  Chinatown  thinks 
about  housing,”  Yee  stated. 

“At the  meeting,  his  (Kelly’s) 
attitude  about  rent  control  and 
the  ban  on  condo  conversion  is 
that  it  will  hurt  the  housing 
market,  investment  and  devel¬ 
opment,  which  will  hurt  tenants. 
I  don’t  buy  that  at  all,”  Yee 
added. 

May  Lee,  a  housing  counselor 
at  CACA  who  sees  an  average  of 
50  to  100  clients  every  month, 
said  she  pointed  out  to  Kelly  that 
many  of  her  clients  complained 
to  her  that  their  landlords 
constantly  increase  their  rents. 
Many  were  puzzled  why  there  is 
no 'law  to  prevent  the  landlord 


as  soon  as  just  two  months  after 
occupancy  which  eventually 
forces  them  to  move  out,  Lee 
said. 

If  there  is  no  rent  control, 
landlords  will  not  sign  a  lease 
with  the  tenants.  Without  a 
lease,  landlords  sometimes  use 
the  excuse  of  renovating  the 
house  to  force  tenants  to  move. 
Tenants  have  no  protection  at 
all,”  Lee  said  at  the  meeting. 

She  believes  although  rent 
control  might  not  solve  the 
housing  shortage  in  the  city,  it 
will  help  ‘  ‘at  least  those  who  are 
living  in  rental  units  now  to  feel 
more  secure  instead  of  constant¬ 
ly  worrying  about  being  evict¬ 
ed.” 

“The  district  councilors 
should  do  a  thorough  opinion 
poll  on  each  district  to  find  out 
what  their  constituents  really 
want  before  voting  on  it,”  Lee 
added. 

Responding  to  accusations 
that  Kelly  just  represented  only 
special  interest  groups  such  as 
real  estate  business  and  land¬ 
lords  and  that  his  office  has  not 
done  enough  outreach  to  the 
communities,  Paul  Walkowski, 
Kelly’s  legislative  aide,  said  that 
the  accusation  is  “preposter¬ 
ous”  and  has  no  base  at  all. 

Richard  Chin,  Kelly’s  China¬ 
town  liaison,  is  constantly  talk¬ 
ing  to  people  in  the  community, 
Walkowski  said. 

“Richard  has  been  there. 
People  who  wanted  to  talk  to  the 
councilor  and  who  can’t  speak 
English,  he  is  there,”  he  said. 

Kelly  believes  it  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  to  go  out  to  meet  people  on 
all  issues,  Walkowski  said.  And 
on  this  particular  issue,  he 
made  it  a  point  not  to  go  out  to 
community  meetings  to  debate 
on  the  topic  regardless  of  where 
the  invitation  come  from.  But 
Walkowski  said  Kelly  is  still 
willing  to  talk  to  groups  who  go 
to  his  office. 

“On  an  issue  like  this,  it’s 
been  going  on  for  15  years,  I 
think  the  city  council  pretty 


much  knows  what  the  people 
want  and  they  are  trying  to 
deliver  it,”  he  said. 

“It’s  not  just  a  black  and  white 
issue.  There’s  a  time  to  meet,  to 
talk,  to  negotiate.  There’s  a  time 
to  say  no.  In  this  climate,  that’s 
not  a  time  to  talk.  There’s  no 
dialogue  with  people  that  are 
ideologically  committed  to 
something.  You  can’t  negotiate 
with  those  people.  They  want  all 
or  nothing  at  all.  They  want 
complete  surrender,”  Walkow¬ 
ski  said. 

Describing  Flynn’s  housing 
package  as  “disastrous,”  and 
Kelly’s  counter-proposal  as 
having  “responded  very  well  to 
the  need  of  the  people,”  Wal¬ 
kowski  claimed  that  Kelly’s 
housing  package  expands  the 
base  of  people  under  rent 
control,  which  results  in  protec¬ 
tion  for  more  tenants. 

“The  City  of  Boston  is  incap¬ 
able  of  building  housing.  It  has 


to  depend  on  private  develop¬ 
ment.  The  policy  must  either 
encourage  or  discourage  private 
development,”  he  said. 

He  said  the  City’s  foremost 
housing  policy  for  the  past  15 
years  has  stressed  control, 
which  is  a  “dead  center”,  “a 
fool’s  policy”  that  produces  no 
new  housing  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  rent 
control  bill  was  passed  in  1969, 
but  now  people  are  still  left  with 
the  problem  of  a  housing  short¬ 
age.  He  called  it  a  “self-center¬ 
ed”  policy  which  only  protects 
tenants  of  today  but  offers  no 
benefit  to  tenants  of  the  future. 

“The  promise  or  the  allega¬ 
tion  by  the  administration  of 
more  new  housing  for  rent 
control,  that  does  not  happen. 
Its’s  a  political  policy.  People 
don’t  invest  in  a  market  with  a 
political  policy,”  Walkowski 
said. 


“Our  report  does  somethine 
constructive.  The  mayor’s  re¬ 
port  goes  too  far.  It’s  an 
extreme.  There  is  a  balance  that 
can  be  struck.  The  mayor’s 
package  does  not  have  a  broad- 
base  support,”  he  said. 

‘  ‘If  you  create  a  condition  that 
landlords  resent  their  tenants, 
that  landlords  do  not  want  to 
invest  in  their  buildings . . .  pitted 
one  against  the  other,  who  will  it 
help?”  he  said. 

“Kelly  sat  down  with  each 
and  every  councilor  to  find  out 
what  their  needs  are,  what  he 
can  give  up  in  his  package  to 
accommodate  their  needs.  He 
compromised  alot,  that’s  why  he 
got  eight  votes,”  he  said. 

“We  have  come  up  with  a 
compromise  bill  after  six  months 
of  negotiation.  It  is  a  main¬ 
stream  bill.  If  it  is  vetoed  by  the 
mayor,  we  will  go  for  an 
override,”  Walkowski  conclud¬ 
ed.
